Members of the Antioch Rescue 
squad treated a good number of In- 
jured persons during the week, with 
heart attack cases, automobile .acci- 
dents, a near drowning and an ex- 
plosion, but did not receive any calls 
on Friday ■ the 4th of July, when 
memhers of the squad were o*n,duty 
for immediate travel on calls. 

Three calls were received on Sat- 
urday. The first coming in at 11:15 
when Frank Bcdrava, Chicago, struck 
a registered Hereford cow, property 
of Ravenscroft farms, on route 45 
near route 173, killing the cow and 
fracturing Bcdrava's nose. Cyril Ka- 
reck, a passenger in the Bedrava car, 
sustained a fractured leg. The sec- 
ond call was put in when Emil An- 
derson of Petite Lake, a retired Chi- 
cago Police Lieutenant suffered a 
slight attack while in Antioch and the 
squad summoned to administer oxy- 
gen. A third call Saturday took the 
squadmen to Chain 0* Lakes golf 
course to try to revive Emil M. 
Gramsc, who had collapsed as a re*, 
suit of a heart attack. 

Near Drowning at Sand Lake 

What could have been a disastrous 
lake accident was avoided by the 
quick aclion on the part of an un- 
known fisherman who rescued four 
persons who had capsized in a row 
boat on Suiftlay. The identity of the 
"rescuer is unknown as he left the 
scene when the squad appeared.' Per- 
sons who were in the boat were Ann, 
Hugo, and Teresa Jnnaicnti, and Lor- 
raine Zaliaki, all of Chicago. Holbek 
said that the fisherman who had 
brought them to shore had laid them 
neatly in a row on the beach and then 
left the scene, Oxygen and artificial 
respiration soon brought them to con- 
sciousness and it is believed that 
they will suffer no ill effects. 

The squad was summoned to the 
Hastings Lake camp Tuesday morn- 
ing when a water system tank ex- 
ploded, injuring Jas. M. Lacey, camp 
director, and killing Raymond Lorcn 
Bauman, Jr., caretaker, instantly. 
The system, which was a large one, 
had built up enough pressure to ex- 
plode the tank and the unfortunate 
caretaker was seeking the cause of 
the excessive pressure in the water 
system at the time of the explosion. 
He was beyond aid when the squad 
arrived.

The high school board members 
voted Wednesday evening at a spec- 
ial mecling to place order for two 
new busses, one Chevrolet and one 
Ford.

Walter Hills, president of the 
board, said today that the cost of 
transporting students to and from 
school each day will be much lower 
through operating thc school's own 
busses that if thc hauling were let 
on contract.

As everyone knows, coal is one of the vital raw 
materials which keep the American production machine 
running. The coal strikes were directly responsible for 
drastically reduced output of a long list of commodities.

High coal production is likewise important to the 
furtherance of this country's present foreign policy. 
One phase of that policy is financial and material aid 
to stricken nations, in an attempt to keep them out of 
the expanding Communist sphere of influence. And to 
many nations, imports of American coal are almost as 
vital as imports of American food. Congress may ap- 
propriate hundreds of millions of dollars for foreign 
aid— but that will achieve nothing unless those dollars 
can be converted into the commodities cold and hungry 
peoples must have. You can't eat currency nor can you 
use it for fuel. 

Another coal strike would be a serious blow 
both to domestic production and to our prestige and 
power abroad at a time when the economic and social 
struggle between Communism and Democracy is ap- 
proaching its most acute phase. This lays a heavy re

"Free enterprise can only remain free while it 
remains effective and the keys to its effectiveness are 
in the hands of the merchant.
